more Satisfaction to the Honeſt Reader, than if 1 were-to ſpeak: of 
Bartles won and other Warlike Triumph's and Vidtory's; and there- 
fore a Subjet which, withour'any farther preface, 1 ſhall enter #n- 


mediately upon. 


The Campagne of 1696. had produc'd nothing extraordinary, 
beſides the extraordinary, though -not new, proceedings of the Court of 
Savoy in making an underhand' Treaty with France teparate from the 
Allies, exprefly CO the Tenour of the Offenſive and De- 
fenfive Aﬀtiance the Duke had eacer'd in wih- them, beſides othet 
Oblipations he had to' them, An& though the Conditions offer'd him 
by the French were very Advaritagious, it has & evidently-ap- 
pear d fince, m the whole Courle of Aﬀairs, that Frarmre wanted 
Peace, (all its Succeffes during the laſt Campagne having been made 
uſe of to no other than to oblige the Allies to this very thing) 
that we need not doube bur the Duke of Svvy would at leaſt have 
had as good Terms in a general Treaty, ahd- the Allies certainly 
much better, when France, by the'di of the War of Htaly, 
would have been'fruſtrared of thoſe Succeſſes it has had in Catalomes 
and Flandeys, which have inabled it in a manner to give the Law in 
the General Treaty of 'Ryſwick. But'tis not the firit time the Court 
of Savoy has made uſe. of ſuch Politicks ; we ſhall: find the ſame 
Management in the War abovr the Succeſſion of Aantzs, and the 
putting of Pjpxerol! in the hands of the Frexch, contrary tothe Trea- 
ty of Ouijeraſqnt, which place has how been reſeved our of their 
hands by the very ſame Methotls z when (as the event has ſhew'd it) 
'is plain enough he could have had the ſame Condition by Ricking-to 
the Obligations of the Offenſive and Defenſive Alliance and leaving 
things to the fair and juſt INſue ofa General Treaty - And "yet not- 
withſtanding this ſeparate Treaty, 'tis the Opinion of ſeveral people, 
that France would not have been much the betrer for ir, but certainly 
Savoy much the worſe, if the Emperour and King of Spaiz' had con- 
tinued the War in /faly, as'it ſeems to have been'their Intereſt, e-

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ſpecially at a time when there-were Overtures of a General Peace ; 
he moſt that France could have done in {uch a Caſe. would have been 
the taking of Yalence; whereas the Spaniards would have had the 
whole: Winter. before them-in putting the Afilanes in a poſture of 
Defence, in getting Forces from the Empire, and increaſing their 
own Troops «/yes help of England and. Holland, who, ys to be 
preſum'd, would have given the tame aſſiſtance, upon the account of 
Milan as,they had done before to the Duke of Savoy : By this means 
Ttaly would have had a greater ſhare in the Burden of the War, and 
whatever Succeſs the French could have propos'd to themſelves the 
Campagne following on this (ide, yet *tis evident that Spain would 
have had this advantage by it, that it would have ſav'd Barcelona, 
and warded that great\ blow ir has receiv'd at home; and the Allies 
would have been able by the diverſion of Jraly to have ated offen- 
fively both upon the Rhine and Flanders, The were the viſible 
Conlequences of .a War in /raly; and therefore becauſe the Emperor 
and King of Spain agreed to the Peace on that fide contrary to their 
Intereſt and that of the Allyes in General, ſeveral perſons begun to 
ſuſpect che Popiſh Princes as if they had a deſign to leave the Prote- 
ftants inthe Lurch, and.the Bigots of the Church of Rowe fed them- 
ſelves with hopes of a Religious War in which they. thought of no- 
thing leſs than the Extirpation.of what they are pleas'd to call Here- | 
fie. But the Emperour and King of Spain could not be impos'd up- 
on by this pretext of Religion, they knew very well, that if Eng- 
land and Holland had been left-ingag'd in a Wat with the French Kin 
all the m—_—_ he would have had by it would onely moan ro, 
more firm and laſting Fetters for themſelves ; and 'tis therefore pro- 
bable chat the Emperour and King of Spain joyn'd in this Peace of 
haly at the Popes molt earneſt Soljicitations, who though his Media- 
tion ſignified little on the other fide of the Alpes, yet was very deſir- 
ous of ſeeing Peace at his own doors, and us'd conſequently all his 
laduſtry and Intereſt to bring it about. And if ſuch were the vain 
aud groundleſs hopes of the Popiſh Bigots abroad, our Faccbites were 
n0 leſs elevated at home upon this ſeparate Treaty of Savoy and the 
conſequent Treaty for the Peace of Jraly ; they could imagine no 
leis than that the French King would force every one of the Allies 
in the Continent of Exrope one after another to make up an accom- 
modation, and thus, that nothing would remain for him but to deal 
with Eng/azd, and bend all his Forces upon it for the Ay"

of the late King 3 But+they both have been very much deceiv'd in 
the event, . which does now- convince the World, that the French 
King-aim'd particularly at coming by this means the ſooner to a Ge- 
neral Peace with all the Allyes, and to have fo much the better Terms 
for himſelf. 

And indeed, at that very time that theſe things were TranſaQting 
in /taly to much to the prejudice of the General Intereſt of the Allyes, 
the French King had an Agent in Holland'to make overtures of a Ge- 
neral Peace; and the Duke of Savoy made uſe of this very pretext 
ro excule the Treaty he had made apart wich France, in. his Letter 
to the Eletor of Brandenbourgh ; he was jealous, or rather pre- 
tended to be ſo, of the States having receiv'd an Agent from France 
to treat with them, and therefore he thought that he might very well 
treat for himſelf. 

Monſieur de Callieres (as we have ſaid it in our precedent fHiftory) 
had come to Holland with a paſſe from the States at the very: open- 
ing of the Campagne, and reſided privately at Delft the whole Sum- 
mer -to negotiate Aﬀairs with fome of the States Miniſters in order 
to come to a General Treaty ; this occaſion'd ſo many Journeys 
which Monſieur Dyckvelr' made between Holland and the Camp in 
Brabant to give an account to the King and receive His Majeſty's 
inftructions ; But whether the uncertain ſtate of the King of Spain's 
Health, who had a moſt dangerous fit of ſickneſs the latter end of 
the Summer, made the French delay and ſpin away time in their Offers, 
or that the Imperialiſts and Spaniards were unwilling to hear of re- 
ducing things no farthet than the Treaty of Nimeguen, the King of 
Swedens Mediation was not accepted in "due Form by the French 
King and the Congrels of the Allies at the Hague, till the Campagne 
was over, or rather til] the beginning of the Winter; upon which 
the Baron de Lillienroot the Swediſh Minifter at the Hague receiv'd 
full powers from Stockholme to manage the Mediatour's part in the 
Congreſs that ſhould be held for the concluding of a. General Peace 
between France and the Allies. Things being brought thus far ro- 
wards a 1 reaty, the ſeveral Princes concen deg to appoint Am- 
baſſadors and Plenipotentiaries for it,» of which I ſhall onely mention 
the Principal : On the Emperours ſide were nam'd the Count de Cau- 
nitz, his Ambaſſadour and Plenipotentiary at the Congreſs of the Al 
lies at the Hagre, Count Srraatman, and the Baron de Zeilern + Ou

lat Tnrereft. © For the. Srares General were nam'd Meffieurs Boreef, 
Dyckvelr, and Van Haren, ll thefe had the TharaRer of Ambaſſa- 
dours Extraordinary and Pleniporentiaries, as well as the Mediatour, 
The reſt I ſhall leave to thoſe who write particularly the Account of 

the Negotiations of this Peace to account for. 


Afrer the accepting the Mediation of Sweden, and the naming of 
Plenipotentiary Ambaffadours by the Chief Powers coricern'd, Mon- 
fieur” de Callieres who hitherto h1d kept up very. privately in Holland 
and moſtly at Delfr, took opon him the publick CharaQter of the 
French Kings Miniſter, and had very frequent Conferences with the 
Miniſters of che Srares in the prefence of the Mediatour, or particu- 
taffy among themfelves to ſerdle the Preliminaries, in order co come 
to aplace'of Treaty. Monfieur 4 Avaux the French Ambaſſadour at 
Stockholm had' made ſeveral offers to the Court of Sweden in order to 
open the way to a'General Treaty by che Mediation of that Crown, 
not rr during the Campagne of 1696. bur alſo, in the Winter 
1694. which the Allies pretended ro have been more advanitagious, 
than thoſe given by Monſieur de Caltieres at the Hagie ; This created 
{ome conteft about ferrling the Prefiminaries, and therefore retarded 
that Bufineſs for fome time ; however the French * Court having, in-

Monſieur de Callieres having made the ſaid declaration to the Medi- 
Four in the preſence of teur Dyckvelt, they went afterwards to 
the Sieur Foreels Houſe, who, becauſe of his indifpoſition could nat 
come to the Mediatours as it had been agreed, and the Mediatoup 
having follow'd them-thither, Meſſieurs Dyckvelt and Boreel did 
nifis to him in Monſieur de Calleres preſence that rhey had , 
that upon the Concluſion and Signing of the Peace, rhe Moſt Chri- 
Rian King ſhould Recognize the Prince of Orange for King of Great 
Britain without any Difficulty, Reſtriction, Condition- or Reſerve; 
which Monfieur ds Ca/teres confirm'd to: the Mediatour in- the name- 
of liis Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, all which was accordingly Enter'd ant 
Signd by the: Mediatour in his * Protocol the 193 jon 1697-- 

Moſt people, efpecially thoſe who are Well-wiſhers to- the Kings 


Perſon-and Government, expefted that His Majeſty ſhould wor hr, 
oW- 
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>acknowledg'd by the. French for King of Great Britain in the Preli- 
minaries, as a neceſſary ſtep without which no General Treaty could 
be thought of, wherein His Majeſties Ambaſſadours ſhould not be re- 
ceiv'd by the French as Ambaſſadours from the King of Great Britain; 
but the French Court would not yield to this Point, becauſe if che 
Cny ſhould break off, yet the King would gain thereby the onely 
difficulty that was to be regulated berween England and France; the - 
other difficulties being bur inconfiderable and ealily accommodated, 
and therefore offer'd that it was ſufficient (ſeeing the caſe was ſo) 
that His Majeſty ſhould be acknowledgd for King of Great Britain at 
the Concluſion and Signirig of the Treaty. His Majeſty preferring 
the Peace and Quiet of Europe to what at the bottom was but a meer 
Formality, Conſented that the Negotiations ſhould be .manag'd this ' 
way, being ſatisfied with the Guaranty of Sweden upon this point in 
the Preliminaries : And notwithſtanding that the French King did not 
acknowledge His Majeſty till the Signing of the Peace, yet the whole 
'Treaty was fo manag'd at Kyſwick, that our Ambafſadours and Pleni- 
potentiaries met with nothing that might derogare in the leaſt from 
the Honour due to Miniſters of that t harater from the Crown of 
England ; However his Majeſties *Domeſtick Enemies had. ſome 
hopes upon this account, and they thought chemtelves in no il] Con- 
dition by it, As for che Imperial Miniſter, the Count de Caunitz, 
he was not. preſent at the Signing of the Preliminaries, becauſe'the 
French allow'd no other Conditions in them for the Duke of Lorrain 
but thee of Nimeguen, which had been proteſted againſt in due Form 
by. the laſt Duke of Lorrain, and which neither rhe Emperour nor the 
preſent Duke could ever accept of. 

Aﬀairs being brought thus. far towards a General. Treaty as to 
have the Preliminaries Sign'd by the Mediatour, no other difficulty 
remain'd to hinder the opening of the Congreſs but the agreeing upon 
the Place of Treaty. Breda, Maeſtricht or Nimeguen 'were ſome- 
times propos'd by the French, other people talk'd of Urrechy, the 
Imperaliſts. were for having the Congreſs in Germany either at Cologne 
or Aix la Chappelle, but the Emperour was very backward in explain- 
ing himſelf upon this. Article ; his Miniſter Qill inſiſted ar'the Hague 
ro havethe Buſineſs of Zorraiy put in a way of accommodation be 
the Place of Treaty was nam'd; for, though- the French made no o- 
ther overture in the Preliminaries for the Dutchy of Lorrain but the 
Treaty of Nimegaen, yet France gaye hopes of better _—_ 

or 
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for that Dyke wher-once it ſhould come to a Treaty ; the Imperial 
Court would have had theſe Conditions explain'd in the Preliminaries, 
but France would not content to it : Thele Conteſtarions took up a 
great deal of time, and prov'd a great obſtacle to the agreeing upon 
a Place to Treat in; In che mean while the French A the Dutch 
pitch'd upon a place of Treaty, which I'dare fay is the. moſt conve- 
nient that can be mer with in ChriSendowm for fuch a Bulineſs, and 
that was His Majefties Royal Palace at Ryſwick, fo ſituated that it has 
the advatitage of-two large and populous Towns juſt by it, being not 
above an Engliſh Mile from the Hague, and two from Delft ; where 
conſequently the Ambaſſadors on both ſides could Lodge themſelves 
conveniently withour being preſs'd for Scarcity of 'ng, or im- 
pos'd upon in the Exceſſive Rates of Houſes, both which inconve- 
niencies muſt haye been the Conſequence cf having the Treaty in any 
one Town of Holland belides, or Germany, and were ſufficiently felt 
in the Congreſs of Nimeguen : "Beſides, 'the French were to come 
from Delfr to Ryſwick one way, and the Allies from the Hagxe anio- 
ther directly oppoſite, ſo that no unlucky meeting of Coaches, and 
wrangling for precedency could ever happen to interrupt the Nego- 
tiations, ; | | | 
"This Palace is call'd the Houſe of Newbourgh, built afide of the

It is nor neceſſary to give a deſcription of the Town 4th, before 
I run into the particulars of this Siege, having already given an Ac- 
count of ir in ſome of the precedent Hiſtories ; I ſhall onely. fay at 
preſent, that Artris a Fortification of Eight Baſtion upon ſeven fides 
of a Polygone, that, rowards Towrnay and Lenſe, being much lon- 
ger than any of the other ſides (which are'almoſt equal ) has a flat 
Baſtion upon the Center of it; all the Baſtions and Half-moons are 
fac'd with good Stone, and 'ris enough to ſet forth the goodneſs and 
fineneſs of all cheſe Works to {ay that they were the Contrivance of 
Monſieur de Vauban ; but, notwithſtanding all the pains which the 
French took in fortifying of this place whilt it was in their Poſſeſ- 
fon for 20 years together ketween the Treaties of Aix 1a Chapelle and 
Nimeguen, yer the (ituation of it is very weak and diſadvantagiouz, 
being commanded on one fide of it towards the Seheld and Flanders, 
by a tigh and riſing pround which comes to the very Paliffuades, from 
whence you may lock into the Streets of the Town; and beſides 
this difadvantage, all the Ground hereabouts is of a very eafie Mould 
and Commodious for the making of Trenches, and cannot: give much 
Pain and Labour to the Pioniers in digging. The Garrifon of ir was 
not very (trong, conſiſting of the Regiments of Avhalr, Slabendorf 
and Scheltinga, three Regiments of the Srates, which onely could be

Theſe are the Terms (according ro: publick Reports) upon 
which*the French propos'd a Truce during the Treaty, which the 
Allies would willingly conſent to in relation to the ſuſpenſion of 


Armes; but not to the opening of an immediace Trade thereupon ; 


becauſe the- French Porrs would toon have all'd wich the Allies Ships, 
whereas few of theirs would have come for Trade in the Allies 
Ports; the French Commerce - being very ſmall' in proportion to 
England and Holland ; and therefore if the Treaty had- broke off, 
the French King could then have Seiz'd. all the Allies. Ships in his 
Harbours for his own” uſe, or having fo many of them in his power, 
he might for that very reaſon have ſtood upon ſo much the higher 
Terms in the Treaty ; this -oblig'd the Allies not to- conſent to a

ready for our March : "Brigadier Zzley mer. early in the Morn- 
ing near Enghien with a ' Detachment of "the French commanded 
by the Colonel of: the Hfars, conſilting of 100 Carabiniers,” 50 
Dr and 50 Huſſars which he defeated, the Frenth being decoy'd 
into the Body of our Party that lay in Ambuſcade, by the Vanguard, 
where commanded Sir William Rufſet of Colonel Coy's, Regiment, 
according to the orders he had receiv'd upon this occaſion; and rhe 
Colonel of the Hfſars 'with two Lieutenants, a Cornet and 4© 
Troopers were made Priſoners, about as many Horſes raken, and 
ten or twelve” of the French kill'd upon the fpot and the reſt fled 
as well as they could, without any lots on our ſide worth mentioning : 
The Colonel of 'the Huffars, Monfieur de Mortagne by Name, and 
the three” Officers were treated very civilly and ſent priſoners to 
Bruſſels in General Anerguergue's Coach.

out amounted to about 17000 Men ; whereas the French were not 
above '27 or 28000 ſtrong, and too weak to take up the Poſts all

Grand Seignior having a much more powerful Army ; with which he 


had already driven the [mperialiſts from Tit#l, and was now _—_ 
or | 
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Septemb. the Theyſſe, to march towards Peter-Waradin ;' when, his Army being 


imprudently divided by the River, either. for want of oats ro make 
leveral Bridges, or Conduct, Prince Exgene attack'd chat-part which 
had paſs d under the Command of the Grand Viſier, and gave it an 
entire Rout, and in the Purfuit over the Bridge (which occaſion'd the 
loſs of moſt of the [nfidels) put that part, - which was commanded by 
the Grand Seignivr on che other ſide, into no leſs Confuſion and Dil- 
order, The Elector having receiv d this joyful. News by the Ex- 
preſs, diſpatch'd immediately the Count de Afilan to the Eletrice 
and Prince Yaudemont at Bruſſels, with the Letter he had receiv'd from 
the Emperour upon this occaſion : Several People wiſh'd that this 
Victory had happen'd a little ſooner for the ſake of the Allies, who 
(if the Turks had been brought to malee a Peace, which would have 
been much more Honourable than what they at preſent can expect} 
could then have given the Law in the Congreſs of Ryſwick, and 
oblig'd the French to much greater Reſtitutions, or elſe have carried 
on a War that mult have been Fatal to them; but the French Court 
has known ſo well how to manage the Turks upon this Point, in all 
the Misfortunes they have: had for theſe ſeven or eight Years laſt 
paſt, that there was no more reaſon to expect the Txrks would ſeek 
for a Peace after this Defeat, than afcer that of Sglankementr, or the 
' Loffes of Guyla and Great-Waradin. 

The 12th in the Evening, the EleCtor follow'd the good News and 
came to Bruſſels, and the next day he ſent the Marquis d'Vſies, a Ser- 
jeant General de Battaille in the Spaniſh Troops to the. Marechal of 
Villeroy, and Baron Simeoni tothe Marechal of Bouflers, to give them 
an account of the Signing of the Peace on the Tenth at Night, and to 
know what. Orders they had from the French Court, about their 
Armies between this and the Ratification, which was to be made 
within three Weeks after ; Count Adonaſterol was ſent at the ſame 
time by Count d' Arco from the Army near Bruges to the Marechal 
of Catinat upon the ſame account; they were receiv'd with great 
Civilities in the French Camps, and nobly entertain'd, but return'd 
with this Anſwer, That no Orders were yet come. from. Court to 
them upon the Signing of the Peace, but that as ſoon as they did 
receive. any, they would give an account of it to His EleCtoral High- 
nels, thereby ta regulate Aﬀairs on both ſides accordingly. The 1th, 
a] the Artillery was drawn out before the Camp upon the Heighr. 
near the Wind- mill, of Ganſhoren, and all the Army. drew. out in the 
Evening 


' . belonging to 
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Evening to fire three Volleys for the great Victory obtain'd over the $ 
Twrks by Prince Exgene of Savoy, but. it fell a Raining very hard, 
and all che Troops were diſmiſs d to their Tents, and the Artillery 
commanded back to irs former Poſt ; which, may be, was not the true 
Reaſon, but rather it was not thought convenient to have any publick 
RejoyCing about it, the Peace being Sign'd between England and 
France ;, which made England to have no Intereſt in the Emperour's 
Aﬀairs that way ; For I] do not remember that there-were any pu- 
blick Rejoycings in England for the raifing the Siege 'of Vienna in 
King Charles the Second's Reign, or even for the taking of Buda in 
King James's, though a Popiſh Prince: But Te Deum was Sung this 
Evening in the Elector's Chappel, and all the Cammon fir'd thrice 
round the Ramparts of Bruſſels, with abundance of Illuminations 
and Fire-works ; and Count d'Arco the Bavarian General, who com- 
manded at preſent the Army of Flanders in Chief, had Te Dexum Sung: 
in his Quarter by the Chaplains of the Spaniſh and Bavarian Troops, 
and the Army and Artillery being drawn out, fir'd three rounds for 
this Vigory. The 17th, Prince /audemont left the Camp to go and 
wait upon.His Majeſty at Zoo, not only to regulate the Marching of 
the Engliſh Troops out of the Country ,, but chiefly ro Thank His 
Majeſty for the great Honours he had receiv'd in commanding of his 
Armies in Flanders the three laſt Campagnes, and to paſs as much 
time as he conld wich the King before His Majeſty went for England , 
now that che parting would be for ſome time, the Prince being ap- 
pointed by the King of Spain for Governour of Afilas in the Room 
of the Marquis de Leganes ; . where we may expect from fo Brave 
and Wile a Prince, that he'will manage Afﬀairs 10 as to conſerve the 
Peace and Repole of ah, and contribute thereby ro maintain that 
of Chriſtendom-in General. The Prince being now gone to Loo, the 
Duke of Wirtemberg became in courſe G in Chief of the Army 
near Bruſſels. | 
- The 19th, the Marechal of Bouflers ſent Monſieur de Pracontal a 
Merechal de Camp or Major General of kis. Army, to the.EleGor of 
Bavaria at Bruſſels, to give His Highneſs an, account, that the French 
King had ſent Orders for his Armies to retire forthwith out, of the 
King of Spain's Territories in that Country, and ceaſe all farther Acts 
of Hoſtility againſt His Catholick Majeſty's Subjects, or any others 
the Powers Which had Sign'd the Peace. on the 1cth in» 
tant ; whereupon an Order 'was publiſh'd by. Beat of Drum in the 
Atmies. 
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2premb. Armies on both fides to publiſh the Signing of the Peace at 'Ryſwith , 

_ - and prevent all manner of Hoſtilitie hereafter. ' upon rg 
Death ; and all Parties were immediately afrer drawn off, and com- 
manded back to their reſpective Regiments or Garriſons, and the 
Countrey left free and open for an intercourſe and Commerce 
berween the SubjeAs on both fides in purſuance of an order to 
this purpoſe proclaim'd in all the Towns of the French and Spaniſh 
Frontiers. 

On the 20th; the Three French Armies commanded. by the Mare. 

chals of Yilleroy, Boxflers and Catinat, march'd out of the King of 
Spains Territories to retire into the Pays Conguis, m purſuance of the * , 
Orders they receiv'd from the King their Maſter, yet fo as to ſubſiſt 
in the Country which they were to reſtore by the Treaty, and ſpare 
their own : The Marechal of /ileroy came to incamp juſt wichout 
the Scheld in the Chatellenie of At to Forrage - the Countrey be- 
tween. this place, and ors and Torrnay ; the Marechal of Bowflers 
left Sojgnies to pals the Sambre and ſubliſt berween Beawmont and Char- 
lkeroy,and the Marechal of Catinar repaſs d the Lys to come into the Cha- 
rellenie of Conrtray with the beſt pare of his Army'todemoliſh the Line 
(this place and Chatelenie being 'to be reftor'd to the King of Spain by 
vertue of the Treaty )and the reſt march'd into the Lines of /pres. The 
Marquis de Harcoxrt had been commanded back, juſt before the Signing 
of the Treaty, towards the Moſelle and the Rhine, to reinforce the 
Marechdl of Choi/exl; for the Germans had at laſt paſt the Rhine, and 
the main of the Arnry commanded by Prince Lewis of Baden was 
come to incamp- at Cremrznach betweerr the EleCtorate of Treves 
and the Pajatinare of the Rhine, -whilſt the reſt befieg'd the Town 
and Caſtle of Ebe belonging to the EleCtor of Treves, which 
the French had - poſſeſs' elves of ſince the 'beginning of the 
War : Prince Lewis of Baden was'carrying-on of this Siege at the 
time of the Signing of the Treaty, and the Marechal -of Choiſe! 
was not in a condition to attempt the relief of it, which oblig'd the 
Marquis de Harcourt to march back towards nm 90 and endea- 
vour jointly with the Marechal of Chorfen! to raiſe that Siege ; for 
which purpoſe, immediately after the retiring of the French Armies 
out of the Spaniſh Dominions in the Low Comntrey's, great detach- 
ments, in nog of Horſe, were ſent to follow the Marquis of Har- 

conrr,, and no les 'than 150 Squadrons were then commanded that

fubſiſt between the 24:/c a e Rhine, where the Peace was not 
yet concluded, and fpare their own Frontier by- that means 3 bur 
Harcourt could not come time enough to joyn the Marechal of Choz/enl 
and relieve Eberenbowrg, nor could the beſieged hold out long enough 
to prevent the loſs of the place by the Ceſſation of Arms agreed upon 
at Ryswick between France and the Empire ; for they were forc'd to 
capitulate but a day or two before the order came to ceaſe all acts of 
Hoftility on both ſides, upon the Six Weeks Truce made at Kyſwick 
between the Germans and the French : This ſhews very plainly that 
if the Germans had been as early in their Motions this Campagne, as 
the Allies were in the Low Countreys, they would have made the 
French pay dear for the Siege of W/ or elſe would have prevented 
it 3 and if they had not paſt the Rh1»e fo late, mo Eberenbourg 
but Kirne muſt have fallen into their harids-z by which means they 
could have eſtabliſh'd- themſelves Winter Quarters on this fide 
of the" Rbjne in the EleQorate of Treves and the Palatinate , which 
would have been of vaſt conſequence towards a _—_— proſecu- 
tion of the War, in caſe-the Congreſs at Ryſwick, had broke up with. 
out concluding of a Treaty; or the Imperialiſts would at leaſt have 
had ſome reaſon to back'the pretenſions they inſiſted upon ſo much in 
theſe Negotiations, which have conſiderably deferr'd the General 
. Peace : Bur the ſlowneſs of the Germans, where their Operations 
depend from ſo'mapy Princes and Stares of different Intereſts, and 
having often private prodges C——— and no common and 
General Magazines for an early taking of 'the Field, will _ be 
an obſtacle ro any thing that is Brisk and*Vigorous in a Confederate 
War, and the Freneh for this reaſon will ever be before-hand- with 
them in the Field, which is'of great moment in the operations 
of a Campagne; and we have ſeen, bur the laſt Summer, the Marechal 
of Choiſerl ſubliſt a conſiderable while between the Rhine and the- 
Neckre, with an Army that did not dare ſhew its face, when the Ger- 
mans had once taken the Field, 

After the- taking of 'Eberenbourg by Prince Lewis of Badeny the 
Marquis de Harcourt who' was marching that way to reinforce*the 
Marechal of Choi/ex/, turn'd with his Army info the-Countrey-of 
Liege beyond the XMenſe; Which, being a dependance of 'the- Empire 
the French thought they could very juſtly pur their Troops to ſubſiſt 
there and eaſe their own Frontier, whilſt the Peace was not Sign'd as 
yet 
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Septemb, yet between France and Germany ; and accordingly they crouded as 


many Troops, eſpecially Horſe and Dragoons, as they could: there- 
abouts, - and likewiſe' in the Dutchy of Luxembourg, "hich was to 
be reſtor'd to Spain by the Treaty. As ſoon as the French had re- 
treated with their Armies out of the King of Spain's Territories' in 
Flanders, to get into their own- Conqueſts, and that a Ceſſation of 
all manner of Hoſtilities was thereupon publiſh'd, and a Free Trade 
and intercourſe between the Frontiers on both ſides proclaim'd, the 
EleQtor of Bavaria left Brufſellr' and went to. Loo to ſee His Majeſty, 
and partake of the Diverciſements which the Countrey therea 
afforded-in this Hunting Seaſon, and at the ſame time to conferr with 
-the King abour the marching of the Allies Troops out of the Spanjſh 
Netherlands, and retaining a certain number of the $:ares Forces to 
keep Garriſon -in the Frontier ' Towns of that Countrey, - as they 
were to be after the Ratification and Execution of the Treaty, of 
Ryſwick.;;, as Luxembourg, Namur, Charleroy, Mons, Ath, Aude- 
narde, Courtray and 'Newport, which the Spaniards were too weak 
to Garriſon themſelves 3 Four and Twenty Batcallions of the States 
Forces were agreed upon for this Service, which, with the Seven 
Battallions of Bavaerians; and the few Troops of - Spaniards, Wal- 
loons and [taljans in this Country, were thought ſufficient to Garri- 
ſon the Frontier Towns in time of Peace. | 

In the-mean while, till the Ratification of the Treaty, the. Armies 
on our {ide continued incamp'd as before ; the Infantry of the Brabanc 
Army at Cockelberg ; the Engliſh Horſe and Dragoons at Wavre' un- 
der General arm wh. the Dutch, with Tiffn's, Belcaſtel's and 
Oxenſtern's Brigades of Foot, at Judoigne, under the command of the 
Earl of Athlone ;--and our Flanders Army. in the Retrenchments of 
Bruges; where .it was commanded by the Count 4d” Arco, till the com- 
ing back of the Prince of Naſſau-Sarbruck, from the baths of Aix 
la Chappelle, which was on the 23d, when he arriv'd at Bruges, and 
took his Quarter (as it had been mark'd at the coining of the Army 
to this ground ) in the. Abbey of St. Andre. The 25th, all the 
Bavarian Cuirafſiers and Dragoons left the Camp to march towards 
the Rhine and Winter in Bavaria, being deſign'd for 'the Emperors 
Service in Hungary the next Campagne ; but the: Foot march'd into 
the Spaniſh Guelderland to Quarter in that Countrey till the eva- 
cuation of Luxembourg, where they were appointed by the Elector 
to Garriſon in this and other places of that Dutchy, as ' La yo
